TO 

Amend the Law relating to the Municipal Franchise in a..d. laos. 
Ireland. 

B e it enacted by the Queen’s most ExccUeiit Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1 . This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Municipal Short title 

Franchise Amendment (Ireland) Act, 1895. of Act. 

2 . In this Act the expression “municipal borough” shall mean Interpreta- 
any borough named in the Schedule (A.) to the Municipal Cor- 
poration (Ireland) Act, 1840 (hereiu-after referred to as “the said 
10 Act”), or any town or borough to which, pui*suant to the fourteenth 
section of the said Act, a charter of incorporation hits been or 
shall be granted ; and the word “ mayor ” as to the cities of Dublin 
and Belfast shall mean “ lord mayor the expressions “ clerk of 
the imion” and “ poor rate collectors ” shall in the city of Dubliu 
15 include the collector-general of rates ; the expression “ Mimicipal 
Franchise Acts ” shall mean the said Act and the Acts amending it ; 
and the expression “ Parliamentary Registration Acts ” shall mean 
the enactments for the time being in force in Ireland relating to 
the registration of persons entitled to vote at parliamentary 
20 elections. 

3 . From and after the passing of this Act, so much of the Repeal of 
Municipal Franchise Acts as relates to the qualifications necessary 
to entitle any person to be, and to be enrolled as, a burgess in any law. 
municipal borough shall be and the same is hereby repealed. In 
25 lieu of the qualification prescribed by tlie said Acts, the qualification 
in this Act lierein-after prescribed shall be deemed to be substituted. 

[BiU 5.] A 
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4 ..— (l,j Btgi’v person who is qualified as follows ; that is to say, 

(«.) AVho is of full age ; and 

(i.) Wiio or the twentieth day of July iu auy year is, and during 
the whole of the pi-ecediug twelce months has been, an occupier 
of any Imnse, warehouse, counting-house, shop, or other 5 
building within any municipal borough ; and 
(c.) Who shall have been rated in respect of such premises so 
occupied bv him in aU rates made under the Acts tor the relief 
of the destitute poor in Iridaml during said twelve mouths ; 
and 10 

{d.) Who on or before first day of July in such year shall have 
paid or discluirged all mtes (if any) made prior to the preceding 
first day of January (including borough rates) as shall have 
become payable by him in respect of such premises during bis 
ocenpaiion thereof, 15 

shall lie entitled to be enrolled in that year in the burgess roll for 
such borough aceonling to the provisions of the Municipal Franchise 
Ads, and when so enrolled shall be, and shall be eutitled to vote as, 
a bm*gess of such borough and member of the body corporate of the 
mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of such borough. 20 

(2.) Tile said premises so to be occupied need not bo tlic same 
preinisfs or in tlie same ward or poor-law tmiou, but may be 
different jiremises occupied iu immediate succession by such person 
in tlie same ward or poor-law union, or in different wards or poor- 
law unions. 25 

(3.) A person ocenpyiag any such premises as aforesaid jointly 
with any other person or persons shall be deemed an occupier of 
such premises within the meaning of this section, 

(4.) In and for the purposes of this Act, tlie tei-ms house, ware- 
liousc, coimting-house, shop, or other building, include any part of 30 
a liousc, whether separately rated or not, where that part is 
sepawitdy occupied for the purposes of residence, or of any trade, 
business, or profession ; and any such part may for the purpose 
of describing the qualilication be described as apartments, office, 
cliamliers, studio, or by any like term applicable to the case, 35 
Whei*e an occupier is entitled to the sole and exclusive use of any 
part of a house, that part shall not be deemed to be occupied other- 
wise than separately by reason only that the occupier is entitled to 
the joint use of some other part. 

1 5.) A pereon shall not be disqualified from being em’olled or 40 
voting as a burgess as aforesaid in respect of the occupation of any 
house by reason only that (kiring a part of said twelve months, not 
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exceeding /owr months in the whole, lie lins, by letting ov otherwise, 
permitted such house to be occupied as a furnished dwelling-house 
by some other person, and during such occupation by another 
person bas not resided in or ivithiu seven miles of the Iwrougli, 

5 5. Every person who by virtue of the occupation of any land or 

tenement in a municipal borougli is entitled to be registered as a 
voter at a parliainciitary election in respect of a ton pounds 
occupation qualific-atioii within the raeauiug of the fifth section of 
the Representation of the People Act, 188i, shall bo entitled to be 
10 enrolled in the burgess roll for such borough, and when so enrolled 
shall, subject to the )>rovisions of tlds Act, be, and shall be entitled 
to vote as, a burgess of such borough and member of the body 
corporate of the mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of snob borough. 

6. No person .shall under the provisions of this Act be enrolled 
15 as a biu’gess in any municipal borough in any year unless such 

person shall, during the six months next preceding the said twentieth 
day of July in that year, have resided within such borough or within 
seven miles of ilie same. 

7. No person being an alien, or wlio is disentitled mider any Act 
20 of Parliament, shall under tlie provisions of this Act be enrolled as 

a burgess in any year, and Jio person shall he so enrolled in any 
year who within twelve months next before the said twentieth day 
of July in tliat year shall, under the Acts for the relief of the 
destitute poor in Ireland, have received relief other than medical 
25 or surgical relief or mediome under any Act relating to medical 
charities in Ireland. 

8. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect any existing burgess 
roll, and every such roll shall continue iu full force and effect in all 
respects as if this Act had not been passed. 

30 9- lo- case any such house, warehouse, countiiig-housc, shop, or 

other building, as aforesaid, in any borough, shall come to any 
person by descent, marriage, marriage-settlement, devise, bequest, 
or promotion to any benefice ov office, such pei*son shall be entitled 
to reckon the occupancy, and rating iu respect of the occupancy 
35 thereof, by the person from or by whom any such premises as 
aforesaid shall have so come to him as his own occupancy and 
rating, and shall be entitled to be enrolled and be a burgess in 
respect of such successive occupancy and rating, provided he shall 
be otherwise qualified as herein provided. Rating in the name of 
40 the predecessor shall, until a new I’ate is made after the date of the 
succession, be equivalent to rating in the name of the succes.sor, 
[6.] A 2 
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and the successor shall not l)e retjuii'ed to prove his own residence, 
occupancy, or rating before the succession. 

10. 'W'here any rate is payable in instalments, payment oE any 
instalment shall, for the purposes of this Act, be deemed a pay- 
ment of such rate in respect of the period to wliich tlie instalment 5 
applies. 

11. !Pi'om and after the passing of this Act, no person sliall he 
enrolled in the burgess roll of any municipal borough unless ho is 
qualified as a burgess according to the provisions of this Act. 

12. Where in the case of any such premises occupied as afore- 10 
said the immediate lessor or owuor of same is primarily liable to 
pay tlie poor rates payable out of such premises, the name of the 
occupier shall, notwitbstaiiding, bo inserted in the rate book, and 
the guardians of the poor, or the collector-general of rates, as tlie 
case may be, or any other person or persons making out any such 15 
poor rate, shall enter in the occupiers column of the rate book the 
name of the occupier of any such premises, who shall thereupon, so 
far as regards qualification for any franchise conferred by this Act, 

he deemed to be rated in respect of the same. If any clerk of 
union or other person negligently or wilfully, and without 
reasonable cause, omits the name of the occupier of any such 
premises from the rate hook, or negligently or wilfully mis-states 
any name therein, such person shall for every such omission or 
mis-statement lie liable to a penalty not exceeding two pounds, to 
he recovered by civil hill before the county court judge or recorder 25 
within whose jiurisdiction such person resides, at suit of the 
occupier of the premises in relation to which such omi.ssion or 
mis-statement shall have taken place : Provided tha t any occupier 
whose name .shall he so omitted or mis-stated shall, notwithstanding 
such omission or mis-statement, and that no claim to he rated has 30 
been made by him, he entitled to every qualification and franchise 
depending upon his occupation of, or upon his being rated in respect 
of, any such premises, in the same manner as if his name bad not 
been so omitted or mis-stated. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in the sixty-third section of 35 
the Act of the twelfth and ' thirteenth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, chapter ninety-one, this section shall apply to any 
such premises as aforesaid, situate within the city of Dublin, what- 
ever the nature of the tenancy under which the occupier holds such 
premises. 
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13 . Every immediate lessor or owner wlio is primarily liable to 
pay tin? ]ioor rates payable out of any such, promises as aforesaid 
shall deliver to the poor rate collector, as the ctise may he, from 
time to tiiiKi wluni required by him, a list in writing, contaiiiiug 
5 the names of the occupier or occupiers of sucli premises; and if 
any such immediate lessor or owner wilfully or negligently omits to 
deliver sucli list wlien required to do so, or wilfully or neligently 
omits therefrom or mis-states tlioreinthe name of any occupier, he 
shall for every such omission or mis-statement l)c liable to a penalty 
10 not exceeding hoo pounds, to be recovered by civil bill before the 
county court judge or recorder within whose jurisdiction he resides, 
at suit of the occu]>ier whose name has been so omitted or 
mis-stated. 

U. Where the itnmediate lessor or owmu’ of any such premises 
15 as aforesaid is primarily liable to pay the taxes payable out of same, 
and the payment of which is necessary by law to entitle the occupier 
of such premises to be enrolled in tlie l)urgess roll, and such imme- 
diate lessor or owner omits or neglects to pay any such taxes within 
four months after the making thereof, the occupier of said premises 
20 may, at any time atVv the expiration of such period of four months, 
pay so much of said taxes as may be necessary to qualify him to be 
enrolled in the burgess roll, and to be a burgess pursuant to the 
fourth section of this Act ; and every such occupier so paying such 
taxes may deduct from the i^ent wdiich he may then or next there- 
25 after be liable to pay in respect of said premises the whole of any 
taxes so paid by him ; and if rent to the amount of such taxes be 
not then or do not thereafter become due from such occupier, he 
shall be entitled to recover such proportion of the said taxes as he 
has tlms been unable to deduct from his rent from the said imrae- 
30 diatc lessor or owner by civil bill, Nothing contained in this 
section shall prejudice or affect any right or liability of any such 
occupier as aforesaid under any Acts relating to the assessment, 
levying, or collection of any such taxes. 

15 . — (1.) Where any hixes due in respect of any such premises 
35 as aforesaid, previously to the first dci/ of January in luiy year, and 
the payment of which is nccessai’y hy law to entitle the occupier of 
such premises to he enrolled in. the biu’gess roll, remain unpaid on 
the first day of May following, the guardians of the poor in 
municipal boroughs other than in I)ubiiD, and in Dublin the 
40 collector-general of rates, shall, on or before the twentieth of the 
same month of May, imless such taxes have previously been paid, 
give or cause to be given a notice in the form (Number 1) set forth 
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in the Pirst Schedule to this Act, or to the like eiVect, to tlu; occupier 
of such premises. The notice shall lie deemed to Ije duly given if 
delivered to the occupier or left at his last or usual place of abode, 
or with some person on the premises in respect of which the taxes 
are payable, and in case no such person can be found, such notice 5 
shall be deemed to have been duly given if affixed upon some 
conspicuous part of the said premises. Any^ Ijerson who shall 
negligently or wilfully withhold any such notice shall lor every 
sudi offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding two pounds, to be 
recovered by civil bill before the county court judge or recorder 10 
within whose jurisdiction such person resides by the occupier of the 
])i’eraises in question. 

(2.) Where auy such premises as aforesaid, situate within any 
municipal borough, are also situate within any parliamentary 
borough, and such premises are capable of conferring the parlia- 15 
mentaiT franchise for such parliamentaiy borough the notice to 
the occupier of such premises herein-beforc iu this section referred 
to shall be in the form (Kumher 2) set forth iu the Pirst Schedule 
to this Act, or to the like eil’ect. 

(3.) This section shall apply to any such premises as aforesaid, 20 
notwithstancliDg that the immediate lessor or owner thereof is 
primarily liable to pay the taxes horein-before in this section 
mentioned jtayable out of same. 

16. — (1.) The town clerk of every municipal borough shall, on or 
before the fifth day of June in every year, publish a notice in 25 
printing or writing, according to the form (Number S) in the Pirst 
Schedule to this Act annexed, or to the like effect, stating that no 
person will be entitled to have his name inserted in any list of 
bm-gesses for such borough then next to be made in respect of the 
occupation of any such premises, as aforesaid, situate withiii such 30 
borough, unless on or before the frst day of July then next ensuing 
all taxes which shall have become payable in respect of said 
premises previously to the preceding first day of Jemuary, and the 
payment of which is necessary by law to entitle him to be enrolled 
in the burgess roll, shall have been paid ; and such notice shall 35 
accurately set forth what such taxes are. 

(2.) Where the whole or part of the area of a borough within the 
meaning of this Act is co-extensive with or included in the area of 
a parliamcntaiy borough, the notice herein-hefore in this section 
referred to shall he in the form (Number 4) set forth in tho First 
Schedule to this Act, or to the like effect, and in the case of such 
parliamentary borough shall be deemed to be in lieu of the notice 
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referred to in the thirtieth section of the Representation of the a.d. 1895 , 
People (Ireland) Act, 1850. — 

(3.) A notice hj this section required to he piihlishecl shall be so 
published by being affixed and kept in some public and conspicuous 
5 situation, near the outside of the outer door of each and all the 
buildings heroin-after raeutioued, that is to say, every town-ball, 
every post office and telegraph office occupied l)y or on behalf of 
Her Majesty’s Postmaster General, every church, chapel, and other 
place of public worship, and every public or municipal office, such 
10 building (in the case of the notice hcr(dn-bcforc in this section 
first mentioned [form Number 3j) being within the municipal 
borough, or (in the case of the notice herein-before in this section 
secondly mentioned [form Number I]) being within either the 
municipal borough or the parliamentary borough. 

15 17. Where any person shall have been an occupier of any such Error or 

premises an aforesaid dui-ing the period in the fourth scctiou of the 
Act prescribed, and such person, being the person liable to be rated to affejt 
for such premises, shall have bona fide paid on or Ijcfore the thirty- 
first day of August in such year, all poor rates which became pay- 
20 able in respect of said premises previously to the preceding day 
of January^ such person shall, as and from the time when his 
occupation of such premises commenced, be deemed to be and to 
have been rated to the relief of the poor in respect of such premises 
within the meaning of the fourth section of this Act, and shall be 
25 entitled, if otherwise qualified, to be enrolled in the burgess roll, 
and, when so enrolled, to he a burgess of the said borough in respect 
of such premises in any year, any error, omission , misnomer, 
misdescription, or insufficient description in any rate of the person 
so occupying, or of the premises so occupied, notwithstanding. 

30 18. Where the area of a municipal borough is co-extensive with Lists of 

or incliuled in the area of a parliamentary borough the lists of 
parliamentary voters for the parlmmontary borough, and the voters and 
burgess lists for the municipal borough, shall be made out and 
revised together; :iud the following provisions shall liave effect with out and 
35 respect to such lists ; in 

(1.) The list of persons entitled to he registered as ^-oters for any cwtain 
such parliamentary borough in inspect of the occupation of property boroughs, 
within such borough which, by virtue of the Parliamentary 
Uegistration Acts, the town clerk of such borough is required 
40 to make out or cause to he made out ou or before the twentieth of 
July iu every year, and the lists of persons entitled to be enrolled 
in the burgess roll for any such municipal borough which, by 
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k-D 1895 Municipal Corporations (IiH'land) Acts, 1S40 to 18SS, 

— tie town clerk is required to make out on or bcfoixj tlic twuutictli 
day of September in every yeiir shall, after tlio passing of this Act, 
no longer be made out as in said Acts prescribed. I)i lieu thereof 
the town clerk of any such borough shall, on or before the twentieth C 
day of July in cvoiy year, make out or cause to be made out a list 
of all persons entitled under any Act or Acts t or the time being in 
force to be registered as voters for such pavlianiontavy borough in 
respect of the occupation of property situate within sucIj horough, 
or entitled to be enrolled in the burgess roll for sucli municipal 10 
borough. 

(2.) The said list shall be made out in tlmu^ divisions as 
follows : 

(«.) Division one shall comprise the names of the persons entitled 
both to he registered as parliamentary voters and to be enrolled 15 
as bnrgesses ; 

(A) Division two shall comprise tlie names of the persons entitled 
to be registered as parliamentary votei*s, but not to be enrolled 
as biugesses ; 

(c.) Division thi’ee shall comprise the names of the persons 20 
entitled to be enrolled as burgesses, but not to be registered as 
parliamentary voters. 

(3.) Every such list shall state the surname and other name or 
names of every person whose name is inserted therein, his place 
of abode, the nature of bis qualification, and ibe situation and 25 
description of the property in respect of which he is entitled. 

(4.) Every such list shall he dincled into wards, and the list for 
each ward shall be aiTaiigetl according to streets. 

(5.) The list shall be signed, published, and otherwiBO dealt with 
in maimer directed by the Parliamentary llcgistration Acts noth 30 
respect to the alphabetical lists mentioned in the thirty-third 
section of the llepresentation of the People (Ireland) Act, 1850 ; 
and shall have the same effect as, and shall for all purposes 
whatsoever be deemed to be substituted for, the first of the thre& 
alphabetical lists in the said section directed to be made out. 35 

(6.) The list required to be transmitted by the clerk of tiro union 
to the town clerk under the provisions of the thirty-second section 
of the Representation of the People (Ireland) Act, 1850, and the 
Acts amending the same, shall, in any such borough as aforesaid, 
also contain the tiames of persons qualified as burgesses \inder the /^O 
provisions of this Act, and shall he made out in the form, prescribed 
in the second, thud, and foruth sub-sections of this section. 
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(7.) All lists of voters, precepts, notices, and forms to be used in A.d. 1895. 
any such borough shall be altei-cd so as to give effect to the pro- 
visions of this section, and the Lord Lieutenant may by Order in 
Council alter and amend the forms referred to in the third section 
5 of the Parliamentary llegistration (Ireland) Act, 1885, so as to 
adapt them to the purposes of this section. 

(8.) Every clerk of the peace, town clerk, clerk of union, and 
poor-rate collector in and for any such parliamentary borough 
shall, in the preparation of the lists of parliamentary voters, and in 
10 discharging the duties imposed on him by law in connexion there- 
with, give effect to the provisions of this section. 

(9.) The Municipal Corporation (Ireland) Acts, 1840 to 1888, 
shall not, as to anything prior to the completion of the revision of 
the burgess l^tvS, apply to any list made out in pursuance of this 
15 section ; and instead thereof the Parliamentary Registration 
Acts shall, up to the completion of the revision of the burgess 
lists, apply to every such bmgess list, as if it were a list of parlia- 
mentary voters made out pursuant to the provisions of those Acts : 

Provided ns follows : 

2Q (a.) A person entered in division i;wo of any such list shall not 
be entitled to object to any i^crson entered in division three ; 
and a person entered in division three shall not he entitled to 
objection to any person entered in division two : 

(i.) A person entered in division two of any such list shall be 
25 entitled to object to a person entered in division one only on 
the ground that such last-mentioned person is not entitled to 
have his name inserted in such list as a parliamentary voter ; 
and a person entered in division thi*ee of any such list shall he 
entitled to object to a person entered in division one only on 
30 the ground that such last-mentioned person is not entitled to 
have his name retained in such list as a burgess : 

(c.) The last day for revising any such list shall be the tiaenty- 
fifth day of Ootoher. 

(10.) Divisions one and two of the list made out in pursuance of 
35 this section shall when revised and signed by the revising barrister 
be delivered by him to the clerk of the peace for the parliamentary 
borough to be dealt Avith by bim, together nith the other revised 
lists of parliamentary votci*s for such borough (if any), in manner 
directed by the Parliamentary Registration Acts, with reference to 
40 the revised lists of parliamentary voters. Division tlu*ee of the 
said list, and a duplicate copy of division one thereof shall, when 
revised, be signed by the revising barrister, and delivered by him to 
the town clerk for the municipal borough, and shall be copied for 

[5.] 
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the hurgess roll and othei-wise dealt with in all respects in the same 
manner as, and shall for all purposes whatsoever ho tleonied to he 
substituted for, the list of burgesses referred to in the forty-seventh 
section of the Municipal Corporations (Ireland) Act, 1840. 

(11.) The register of voters for any parliamentary borough made 5 
up from revised lists under tlic Parliamentaiy llegistration Acts 
and this Act sbill come into operation on the first day of 
Jc.nuc.ry next after the revision, and shall continue in operation 1:or 
the year commencing with such first day of January. 

The hurgess roll of burgesses for any such municipal borough as 10 
afoi’esaid, made up from revised lists under this section, shall come 
into operation on the twenty-fifth day of November next after the 
i-evision, and shall continue in operation for the yeiir commencing 
with such twenty-fifth day of November. 

(12.) "Wliere a list is made out pursuant to the provisions of tliis 15 
section, the provisions of the Parliamentary Registration Acts 
as to appeal from the decision of the revising barrister shall ai)ply 
to a decision on the revision of such list, though such decision 
relate.? exclusively to the enrolment of burgesses for tlie municipal 
borough, or the right of any person to he enrolled as a hurgess ; 20 
and the provisions of the said Acts as to the alteration or correction 
of the register in piu’suanoe of any judgment or order of the coui’t 
of appeal shall apply to the alteration or correction of the hiu’gess 
roll made up from the hurgess lists, as if it were a register of 
parliamentary voters, except that the notice of the judgment or 25 
ordei" sliall he given to the town clerk having the custody of the 
burgess roll, and the alteration or correction, shall he made and 
signed by him. 

(13.) This section shall not come into force or have effect until 
the first day of January one thousand eight hundred and nmety- 30 
sivi. 

19. After the pasdng of this Act borough assessors shall not be 
elected in any municipal borough the area of which is co-oxtensivc 
with or included in the area of a parliamentary borough. 

20. "Where the area of a municipal borough is co-extensive with 35 
or included in the area of a parliamentaiy borough, the expenses 
properly incurred by the town clerk (including therein such remu- 
neration for the clerk of the union and the rate collectors as is 
herein-after provided for) in caiaying into effect the provisions of 
the Eighteenth section of this Act with respect to the lists of parlia- 40 
mentary voters and hurgess lists, and all moneys received in respect 

of any of those lists, or in res^iect of any fine imposed by the 
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revisiag barrister ou the revision of the lists, shall he respectively A.D i 89 o. 
paid and applied as follows : — — 

(1.) If the area of the parliamentary borough and the area of 
the municipal borough are co-extensive, one half of the 
5 expenses shall be defrayed in the manner provided by the 
Parliamentary Registration Acts os expenses incurred there- 
under, and the other half shall be defrayed out of the borough 
I'll nd, and one half of. the moneys received as aforesaid shall 
be applied in the manner directed in those Acts, and the 
10 other half shall bo paid to the borough fund : 

(2.) In all other cases the expenses and receipts in respect of the 
area common to the parliamentary borough and to a municipal 
borough shall, as to one half thereof, be defrayed and applied as 
expenses and receipts under the Parliamentary Registration 
15 Acts, and shall as to the other half thereof be defrayed out of 
and jjaid to the borough fund of such municipal borough : 

(3.) The expenses and receipts in respect of an area exclusively 
parliamentary shall he defrayed and applied as expenses and 
receipts under the Parliamentary Registration Acts : 

20 (d'.) Any expenses and receipts incurred or arising in respect of 

more than one such area shall be apportioned between the 
several areas in respect of which they are incurred or arise, in 
the proportion as nearly as may he in which the same are 
incurred and arise in respect of the several areas, regard being 
25 had to the numl)er of paiiiamentary voters or burgesses in each 
area, or any other circumstances occasioning tlie expenses or 
giving rise to the receipts ; 

(5.) The revising barrister shall, as part of the business of the 
revision, determine, if necessary, in respect of what area or 
30 areas any expenses or receipts are incurred or arise, and how 
much thereof is attributable to each area : 

(6.) The Local Government for Ireland may by order fix the 
remuneration to he paid to clerks of imions and poor-rate 
collectors for any additional duties cast upon tliem by the 
35 eighteenth section of this Act. 

21. In the case of any municipal borough to which the eighteenth Clerk of 
section of this Act does not apply, the clerk of the poor-law union 
comprising the whole or any part of such horough shall, witliin estriietsfrom 
twenf-ij-one days after the receipt of a written rec|uest to that effect, 

40 furnish to the lowm clei’k of such horough a copy, certified under borougbs. 
his hand, of all such rates and rate-books within his custody 
as the said town clerk shall require, for which copy the said clerk 
[5.] C
